Mr. Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  health  of  the  district  during  I960. 

I  was  personally  concerned  only  with  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year  when  I  succeeded  Dr .W.J. Kerrigan* 
your  previous  Medical  Officer  of  Health*  at  the  end 
of  September*  I960. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  was  higher 
than  in  1959  and  fewer  births  were  recorded.  As  the 
proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  population 
continues  to  rise*  an  increase  in  deaths  for  the 
upper  age  groups  can  be  expected.  The  increase  in 
deaths  this  year  occurred  in  the  upper  age  groups. 

The  immunisation  figures  are  very  satisfactory 
and  no  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were 
received.  The  necessity  for  immunisation  must 
constantly  be  kept  in  the  public  mind  and  efforts  to 
ensure  that  every  child  is  immunised  maintained. 

In  a  growing  seaside  resort  constant  vigilance 
must  be  maintained  to  ensure  the  safety  of  water 
supplies  and  sewage  disposal  and  the  purity  of 
foodstuffs. 

The  temporary  increase  in  population  is  a  sudden 
one  when  thousands  of  extra  persons  enter  the  district, 
causing  a  greater  strain  than  a  slow  increase.  Constant 
checking  of  the  services  has  enabled  the  health  depart¬ 
ment  to  remedy  any  deviation  from  normal  conditions. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continued  interest  in  health  and  other  matters 
brought  to  their  notice  and  for  the  help  and  friendliness 
shown  to  me  when  I  became  their  Medical  Officer. 

I  am  also  very  grateful  to  my  colleagues*  the 
Council  Officers*  for  their  friendliness*  help  and  advice 
when  I  arrived*  a  complete  stranger  to  the  district. 
Through  them  my  time  of  ” settling  down"  was  made  much 
easier.

A  total  of  17  deaths  from  malignant  disease  shows  an  increase 
of  11  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  6  more 
cases  of  lung  cancer  than  in  1959.  Most  of  the  cancer  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  60  years.  The  figures  for 
other  causes  of  death  remain  much  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year.  Altogether*  there  were  21  more  deaths  than  in  1959c  It 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
or  infectious  disease.  No  deaths  were  recorded  due  to  violence  or 
accident .

kinds  were  examined*  which  show  an  increase  over 
1959*  A  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  ice  cream 
production  and  a  high  standard  has  been  maintained* 
due  to  the  vigilance  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector* 

Clinic  Provisions 

The  Welfare  Centre  provides  very  useful  services 
for  the  benefit  of  residents  and  any  visitors  who 
may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered, 
A  team  composed  of  a  visiting  doctor^  a  local  health 
visitor  and  district  midwives  is  available  to  give 
advice  and  guidance  to  maintain  health.  Voluntary 
workers  render  valuable  assistance  in  the  clinic.

A  considerable  increase  is  noted  in  the  numbers  of 
children  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus. 

Vaccination  of  babies  against  smallpox  was  about  the 
same  as  in  1959 «  The  popularity  of  travel  abroad  is 
having  its  effect  in  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  adults 
being  re-vaccinated  to  comply  with  International 
requirements . 

I  am  indebted  to  &r .C .D .Cormac,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  for  supplying  these  figures  relating 
to  Immunisation.  The  Table  shows  the  numbers  of  children 
immunised  against  various  diseases.  It  is  not  possible 
to  give  figures  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  owing  to 
the  difficulty  of  separating  the  particular  figures  from 
the  County  totals.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  Council* s  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr. Long, 
has  kindly  supplied  details  of  the  year*  s  work  in 
the  environmental  field  which  have  been  included 
in  this  report.  It  is  largely  due  to  his  efforts, 
and  those  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and  Engineer, 

Mr. Jordan,  that  the  high  level  of  efficiency  has 
been  maintained  during  I960. 

The  improvement  in  the  water  supply  by  inter¬ 
connection  with  other  authorities  schemes  will  be 
of  considerable  advantage  when  an  increased  demand 
could  occur  during  the  summer  months,  due  to  the 
influx  of  considerable  numbers  of  visitors. 


The  increased  demand  placed  on  the  sewage  works 
during  the  holiday  season  also  calls  for  constant 
vigilance,  and  it  is  essential  in  the  interests  of 
health  that  the  works  are  capable  of  dealing  with 
the  situation  without  the  risk  of  overloading. 

The  increasing  numbers  of  caravans  and  chalets  in 
the  area  will  attract  more  visitors  but  it  will  also 
put  an  additional  strain  on  the  essential  services 
of  sewage  and  refuse  disposal.  One  must  look  to  the 
future  and  consider  carefully,  now,  what  will  be 
required  in  10  years  time,  and  to  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  facilities  will  be  available  to  deal  with 
the  problem  then.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  for  the  year 
19 bO  for  inclusion  in  the  Medical  Officer's  Annual  Report. 

The  form  of  the  report  is  based  on  the  requirements  of 
various  Ministry  Circulars  and  Statutory  Instruments  and  I 
have  taken  the  priviledge  of  adding  my  own  comments. 

Looking  back  over  the  years  it  is  interesting  to  note 
how  legislation  has  changed  to  meet  modern  trends  and  progress. 
This  year  has  brought  yet  another  change.  For  many  years  this 
Local  Authority  has  been  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  various  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations.  Gradually  the 
milk  supply  of  the  district  has  changed  from  a  raw  supply 
to  a  completely  safe  supply  and  now,  with  the  introduction 
of  the  Milk  Special  Designation  Regulation  I960,  the  whole 
administration  passes  over  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

This  can  be  claimed  as  a  good  job  done  by  the  Local  Authority. 

A  review  of  the  statistics  that  follow  show  that  this 
Authority  has  solved  its  slum  problem  and  is  now  encouraging 
the  modernisation  of  houses  by  the  Grant  system.  Matters 
for  concern  are  the  tenting  problem  and  the  possible  affect 
on  the  sanitary  services  of  the  sudden  and  dramatic 
development  of  the  prefabricated  living  chalets  throughout 
the  district. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  my  colleagues 
in  the  office  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  and 
I  take  special  pleasure  in  extending  a  welcome  to  Dr.  Thorpe 
and  offer  to  him  my  undivided  loyalty  and  support. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  public  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their 
support  and  co-operation  and  for  a  happy  year  of  working 
together .

General  Remarks  in  connection  with  water  supplies . 

I  have  pleasure  in  repeating  my  remarks  of  last  year  that 
the  water  supplies  of  the  district  remain  consistently  good 
both  in  quality  and  quantity. 


During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  a  further  interconnection 
of  water  mains  with  the  Louth  R0DoCo  at  the  Theddlethorpe  — 
Mablethorpe  boundary.  The  Engineer  informs  me  that  on  completion 
of  this  interconnection*  the  overall  interconnection  schemes  will 
be  almost  complete  giving  the  following  interconnections: - 


(1)  Theddlethorpe  -  Mablethorpe  -  Meers  Bank  —  Louth  HoD.C. 

(2)  Maltby  -  Strubby  -  Louth  R.D.C. 

(3;  Sutton  -  Alford  -  Alford  UoDoC. 

(4)  Thurlby  -  Spilsby  KoD.C. 

(5)  Sutton  -  Huttoft  -  Spilsby  RoD.Co 

(6)  Bilsby  back  lane  -  Alford  U.DoC. 

(7)  Parlesthorpe  -  Spilsby  R0D0G0 

This  successful  scheme  has  ensured  that  an  interchange . of 
waters  can  take  place  with  the  three  adjoining  Authorities  in 
case  of  emergency  or  localised  shortage:  a  most  useful  and 
desirable  safeguard.

Sewer  Extensions 


A  private  firm  laid  a  sewer  in  Highgate  Lane,  Sutton, 

150  yards  in  length*  This  enables  five  pail  closets  to  be 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  three  cesspools 
to  be  abolished* 

The  Council  have  now  considered  the  areas  without  sewers 
and  have  agreed  for  schemes  to  be  prepared  for  the  provision 
of  sewers  in  the  following  areas  2- 

(1)  Church  Lane  -  Seaholme  Road  -  Mablethorpe. 

(2)  Grange  Road,  Sutton* 

In  the  other  areas  mentioned  in  last  year?s  report  it  was 
felt  that  with  the  development  likely  to  take  place  in  that 
area,  private  enterprise  might  well  lay  a  sewer  that  will  serve 
those  properties*  The  position  will  be  reviewed  next  year* 


Advantage  is  being  taken  of  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme 
to  encourage  the  provision  of  proper  septic  tank  systems  to 
the  outlying  farms  and  cottages*  Under  this  scheme  three  major 
drainage  works  and  septic  tanks  have  been  constructed  during 
the  year*

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  known  that  the  Sutton 
sewage  works  have  been  overloaded  during  the  summer  season* 
This  matter  has  been  reported  to  the  Council  by  the  Officers 
on  several  occasions.  It  is  now  pleasing  to  report  that  the 
Public  Health  Committee  have  recommended  the  Council  to  employ 
consultants  to  review  and  report  on  this  problem* 


Land  Drainage 


The  responsibility  for  the  overall  land  drainage  of 
the  Urban  area  rests  with  the  Drainage  Board  and  the 
Lincolnshire  River  Board* 


The  year  I960  was  extremely  wet  throughout  the  country 
and  many  areas  of  land  and  thousands  of  homes  were  floodedo 
It  is  at  this  stage  when  the  Public  Health  Department  is 
very  much  concerned  particularly  in  low  lying  areas  such 
as  this  Urban  District.,  The  Lincolnshire  River  Board  have 
undoubtedly  saved  large  areas  of  land  and  much  property 
in  the  district  from  being  flooded  by  the  introduction 
of  the  pumping  stations  at  the  Trusthorpe  outfall.  The 
District  Engineer  to  the  Board  informs  me  that  without 
this  modern  equipment*  the  situation  would  have  been  quite 
serious  on  two  or  three  occasions  during  the  heavy  rains. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  foresight  of  the  Board  and  the 
vigilance  of  the  Engineers  in  preventing  a  situation  that 
could  possibly  lead  to  a  public  health  hazard. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  refuse  disposal  arrangements  have  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  introduction  of  mechanical  equipment  at 
the  tip .■  The  change  over  from  hand  labour  to  mechanisation 
was  timed  to  take  x^lace  when  the  labour  force  reached 
normal  retiring  age.  This  factor  was  welcomed  by  the  men 
and  the  change  was  accepted  without  any  labour  difficulties. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  are  now  in  the  position 
to  dipose  properly  of  any  quantity  of  refuse  that  is  likely 
to  occur  within  the  next  three  or  four  years.  These  remarks 
cannot  however  be  applied  to  the  collection  side  of  the  service. 
During  the  summer  period  we  aie  at  full  capacity  even  with 
long  hours  of  overtime  and  if  the  development  referred  to  in 
my  letter  takes  place  then  it  is  clear  that  an  additional 
vehicle  will  be  required. 


The  estimated  cost  of  refuse  collection  for  the  financial 
year  1960/61  is  £5?720  and  for  refuse  disposal  £1*331  with 
an  estimated  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  at  £650.

DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS 


The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  receives  constant 
attention.  Many  more  visits  have  been  made  this  year  for 
the  purpose  of  surveying  properties  for  the  detection  of 
infestations.  I  feel  that  systematic  surveying  of  areas 
that  are  likely  to  attract  vermin  prevents  serious 
infestations  from  developing.  The  resultant  ’•kills"  on 
this  system  may  appear  small  but  I  am  convinced  that  it 
is  this  constant  surveying  and  treatment  of  minor  infestations 
that  keeps  the  district  so  free  of  rats.  A  part  time  rodent 
operator  is  employed.  I  set  out  below  an  analysis  of  his 
visits  and  treatments.  During  the  period  that  this  operator 
is  not  on  rodent  work  he  is  employed  on  refuse  collection. 

This  takes  him  to  likely  areas  of  infestation.  This,  together 
with  my  own  constant  visits  throughout  the  Urban  area  for 
all  types  of  reasons  gives  a  complete  coverage  throughout 
the  year.

(a)  Sea  Water 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  sea  water  have  been 
sent  for  bacteriological  examination*  Over  a  number  of  years 
samples  of  sea  v/ater  have  been  sent  from  this  stretch  of 
coast  line.  The  results  have  been  much  better  than  those 
set  out  in  Memo  37  -  Medical  Research  Council,  My  own 
observations  and  the  results  of  the  tests  have  led  me  to 
complete  accord  with  the  Committee  who  prepared  the  above 
report. 


I  am  sui  e  the  sea  in  this  district  is  quite  safe  for 
bathing  from  a  bacteriological  point  of  view,  I  would  add 
however,  that  bathing  at  the  end  of  the  surface  water 
outfalls  should  be  avoided  both  for  bacter iological  and 
physical  reasons. 


To  gain  an  overall  picture  of  the  bacteriological  state 
of  the  surface  water  of  the  area  a  number  of  samples  of 
dyke  water  have  been  examined.  The  results  v/ere  very  mu  h 
as  expected  and  have  led  me  to  make  the  remarks  in  the  last 
paragraph  under  the  heading  uSea  water1'. 
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( c )  Paddling  Pools 

11  samples  of  v/ater  from  the  Council  owned  paddling  pools 
were  sent  for  examination.  The  majority  of  the  samples  were 
satisfactory  hut  several  were  not  as  good  as  they  should  he. 

The  Foreshore  Manager  informs  me  that  the  chlorination 
equipment  used  in  this  connection  has  "been  efficiently  overhauled 
and  replacements  made*  and  he  is  hopeful  of  engaging  staff  of 
a  higher  calibre  than  was  possible  last  year.

General  remarks  -  Improvement  Grant s 

From  the  above  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  in  this 
district  the  system  of  housing  improvements  by  means  of 
Discretionary  Grants  is  far  more  popular  than  the  Standard 
Grant.  The  complete  modernisation  of  a  house  is  also  more . 
attractive  to  Building  Societies  and  indeed  Local  Authorities 
when  lending  monies  for  such  works.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
this  scheme  has  not  been  found  attractive  by  private  landlords 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  good  financial  return  on  outlay 
is  possible. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  net.  1954  -  57 

Once  again  very  little  use  has  been  made  of  these  Acts . 
Only  three  applications  were  made  during  this  year.  It  is 
possible  that  the  procedure  is  somewhat  difficult  for  the 
general  public  to  follow. 

Unfit  Houses 


During  the  year  six  of  the  unfit  houses  have  been  demolished, 
two  undertakings  not  to  use  the  properties  for  human  habitation 
have  been  accepted  and  the  appropriate  action  is  being  taken 
in  the  case  of  three  other  properties.  This  virtually  completes 
the  Council’s  slum  or  unfit  houses  programme. 

Council  Housing 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  waiting  list  of  applicants  for 
Council  houses  remained  about  the  same  as  last  year,  namely: - 

(1)  Families  in  rooms  -  furnished  houses  etc.  ...  ...  62 

(2) ;  Controlled  tenants  requiring  accommodation  ...  ...  31 

(3)  Owner/occupiers  requiring  accommodation  ...  ...  15 

This  does  not  mean  that  families  were  not  housed  during 
the  year.  Actually  27  families  were  rehoused  by  the  normal . 
process  of  persons  leaving  the  district  or  otherwise  obtaining 
other  accommodation.  The  scheme  for  housing  the  elderly  at 
Trusthorpe  was  not  quite  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year  but 
the  Spring  of  1961  should  see  thirty-two  families  well  housed 
and  reduce  the  waiting  list  to  a  proper  proportion  in  relation 
to  the  283  houses  owned  by  the  Council. 

The  interviewing,  general  administration  and  dealing  with 
the  day-to-day  repairs  causes  a  considerable  amount  of  work  in 
the  Department.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  new  and  important  Act  came 
into  force,  namely,  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  I960.  This  Act  created  a  very  big  administration  job 
throughout  all  seaside  resorts  which  have  a  caravan  problem. 

We  have  agreed  with  all  site  owners  to  an  extension  of  time 
until  31st  March,  I96I  and  accordingly  this  matter  will  be 
dealt  with  in  next  year!s  report. 


(b)  Tents 


Once  again  I  have  to  report  that  difficulty  was  experienced 
by  the  tenting  problem.  During  the  peak  of  the  season  some 
350/400  tents  were  stationed  on  non-licensed  land  without 
proper  sanitary  facilities.  I  appreciate  that  this  type  of 
holiday  making  is  only  for  a  very  short  time  and  accordingly 
it  is  not  financially  attractive  to  land  owners. 

This  matter  has  again  been  discussed  by  the  Council  and  a 
Sub-Committee  has  been  formed  to  consider  acquiring  suitable 
land  for  this  purpose, 

( c)  Chalet  Development 


In  last  yearTs  report  I  briefly  mentioned  that  there 
appeared  to  be  a  move  away  from  the  typical  trailer  caravan 
to  a  semi-permanent  holiday  chalet  on  the  camp  sites.  This 
is  not  quite  the  true  picture  as  it  now  appears  to  be  developing 
as  there  are  to  be  more  caravans  and  the  chalets.  During  the 
year  plans  have  been  passed  and  planning  permission  granted  for 
7^+7  chalets  of  prefabricated  type  to  be  built  in  the  district. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  some  of  these  schemes  had  commenced, 
and  if  they  are  completed  by  the  I96I  season  they  will  give 
approximately  one  third  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  and 
flats  in  the  district.  This  sudden  increase  could  cause  a 
severe  strain  on  the  public  health  services  of  the  area.

For  many  years  now  nothing  "but  designated  milk  has  "been 
sold  in  the  district.  Gradually  the  small  retailers  have  sold 
their  "businesses  to  one  or  other  of  the  "big  firms  operating  in 
the  district  from  other  areas  until  now  we  have  only  the  two 
firms  delivering  milk.  This?  together  with  the  advent  of  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960  which,  "briefly, 
passes  over  the  administration  and  control  of  milk  to  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area,  "brings  to  an  end  the  local 
control  of  the  Dairy  Industry. 

It  is  interesting  to  look  "back  on  one's  work  occasionally 
and  in  doing  so  I  find  that  early  in  1938  all  the  milk  sold 
in  this  district  was  non  designated,  produced  in  .some  60. local 
cowsheds  and  delivered  to  the  houses  "by  38  different  dairymen 
or  cowkeepers.  The  method  of  delivery  was  "by  open  churns  - 
pails  and  dippers.  The  Council  of  the  time  "became  'milk  minded 
and  the  process  of  cleaning  up  commenced.  This  went  on  steadily 
over  the  years  until  now,  when  it  can  "be  said  that  the  Dairy . 

Industry  has  reached  the  adult  stage  and  has  "become  an  efficient 

machine  capable  of  dealing  with  this  very  important  item  of  the 
County's  food  supply.  May  I  give  a  word  of  warning  to  the  Dairy 

Industry  -  Milk  vending  machines,  properly  handled,  have  a 

tremendous  future  but  their  misuse  could  do  a  great  deal  of 
harm  and  could  be  a  danger  to  public  health.

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The  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 


At  the  end  of  the  ye ar,  work  had  just  commenced  on  the 
modernisation  of  the  two  slaughterhouses  -  the  appointed  day 
for  the  Regulations  to  come  into  force  is  the  31s  ^  March,  I96I 
and  a  report  will  be  given  next  year. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

248  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  the  above  Regulations 3 
Three  new  cafes  were  brought  into  use  during  the  year.  In  each 
case  advice  was  given  on  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations 
before  the  building  work  commenced,  resulting  in  satisfactory 
premises  right  from  the  start.  In  four  other  cases  additional 
washing  facilities  have  been  provided  together  with  the 
provision  of  hot  water  supplies.  I  feel  that  these  Regulations 
are  now  having  the  desired  affect  on  the  catering  trade.  The 
standard  of  premises  and  food  is  very  much  better  but  I  feel 
there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  This  will  gradually  come 
when  the  general  public  demand  it. 

General  Conclusion 

I  can  only  repeat  my  remarks  last  year  -  that  it  has  been 
a  year  of  steady  progress  in  the  environmental  health  services. 

The  only  two  matters  that  are  likely  to  cause  concern  are  the 
tenting  problem  and  the  sudden  development  of  the  chalet  type 
dwellings . 
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
